Philadelphia, Sept. 18.—If, as Presi­ 
dent John Mitchell of tho United Mine 
Workers claimed Monday night, that 
112,000 of tho 141,000 mine workers in 
the Pennsylvania anthracite coal fields

Reports from four of the big 
districts embracing the region are to the 
effect that fewer men are at work 
today than

and

that worked full handed or nearly so 
Monday are either badly crippled or 
shut down. 
Th«> weather has grown much colder 
since and this ('bange is greeted with 
joy by the mine workers who believe it 
will greatly increase the demand for 
coal and thus force nu early adjustment 
of the differences between them aud the 
employers. 
The talk of arbitration is s i persistent 
th ak hope is growing that this method 
of settling the strike finally will be 
adopted, although the mine owners de­ 
clare they will deal only with their em­ 
ployes as individuals, and the strike 
leaders say they will insist upou the 
formal recognition of the union. 
This 
difference 
would appear sufficiently 
strong to keen the employers and em­ 
ployes apart forever if persisted in. 
One little band of miners in the Wyom­ 
ing valley, those of the West End Coal 
company at Mocanaqua, numbering a 
few hundred men, stand out prominent­ 
ly as tho only men at work out of nearly 
ho,OOO in tile Lackawanna and Wyom­ 
ing region. 
Efforts to induce thorn to 
join tho strikers have failed.
